Year Opens | 
Hammond Hall 
For Class Use 


Hammond Hall, the new 

$250,000 physical science build- 
ing, opened for classes this se- 
mester. The structure was named 
in honor of D. K. Hammond, first 
president of the 41-year-old col- 
lege. 
Hammond Hall is the first in a 
series of three science buildings 
to be constructed. Life science 
and engineering buildings are to 
be constructed in the future. 

Dana King Hammond, first 

president of .Santa Ana College, 
and Bill Cook, coach and athletic 
director since 1927, were honored 
last April at the dedication of the 
building. ; 
Instructors and courses in the 
new building are Thomas C. Van 
Osdall, science chairman; Dr. 
George Maccia, chemistry; James 
Leake, physics; Norman Donde- 
linger, geology; Harold Moomaw, 
engineering; and Russell Davis, 
photography. -

magnolia trees, planted at the

servatory for 30 years, beginning 
with its use at the Lemon Heights 
home of the late Attorney Clyde 
Bishop. After the disasterous 
erathquake of 1933, which result- 
ed in the removal of the college 
campus to North Main Street, 
Bishop’s widow willed the struc- 
ture and its equipment to thé col- 
lege, then on the High School 
campus. 

Here it was used not only by 
Don astronomers but by science 
classes from various other South- 
land schools, who valued its eight- 
inch refracting telescope and 
other equipment. , 

Walter G. Ferris, utility execu- 
tive and amateur astronomer, lent 
his assistance in the move from 
Lemon Heights and was again 
consulted in the moving of the 
27,000 pound cement-walled and 
steel-domed structure to the Don 
campus. 

The observatory originally cost 
Bishop $25,000, and has benefit- 
ed many students, among whom 
are Dr. Phillip Taylor, class of 
1924, who has since achieved fame 
as an astronomer, physicist, and 
optics engineer, and Claude Hay- 
ward, former Don astronomy stu- 
dent who received the SAC 
Alumni award a year ago, after a 
uarter century with General 

lectric as an atoniic physicist. 

Astronomy is not being offered 
at SAC at this time, but tentative 
plans are being made’ for courses 
next semester, Mr. Thomas. Van 
Qsdall may. teach these Courses, 
but so far nothing definite has 
been decided.

A new 
Library and Audio-Visual build- 
ing will be built on the grounds 
adjacent to the flagpole, along 
with a Fine and Graphic Arts 
building and another new struc- 
ture, the Vocational Shops build- 
ing. 

These classes are currently lo- 
cated in temporary quonsets and 
barracks to the north of the ad- 
ministration buildings. 

The Graphic and Fine Arts 
Building will house two dark 
rooms for photography and publi- 
cations, The Public Relations and 
Journalism departments will be at 
one end, while the opposite end 
will consist of the Fine Arts de- 
partments. 

Funds for the new construction 
were authorized in the election of 
last February, and the construc- 
tion contract will be awarded af- 
ter plans are completed.
